Julia Clifford LathraG 


7 HE accomplishments of American women in the 
many different fields of endeavor open to them in 
this progressive twentieth century are noteworthy. 
They have contributed much to the world of art 
and drama, the world of literature, and the world of 
business. Yet have not their achievements along 
these lines been essentially selfish? Have not the 
great actresses and business women of today risen to 
the heights which they occupy because they were 
driven by a desire for wealth and fame? When look- 
ing for those women who have done the most toward 
Nancy Walker the advancement of civilization, we must turn away 
from the glamorous figures of the arts, the theatre, and the business world. 
We must consider those little-known workers who labor in behalf of others. 
It seems to me that no other American woman more truly deserves to be called 
a great public servant than does Julia Clifford Lathrop, the social service worker. 
Miss Lathrop was born in Rockford, Illinois, in 1858. After graduating 
from Vassar College, of which she is now a trustee, she became a resident of 
Hull House, Chicago’s great social settlement, where she remained to spend 
many useful years, working under that splendid leader, Jane Addams. Later, 
because of her previous efficient service, Miss Lathrop was appointed a member 
of the Illinois State Board of Charities. Here she performed her duties with 
great intelligence and human understanding. Her strong belief in social 
education led directly to the better administration of county almshouses and 
state charitable institutions, and to the creation of the first juvenile court in 
Illinois. The thirteen years spent in this work served Miss Lathrop as an 
excellent preparatory course for the great position she was to assume in the 
future. 

In 1912 President Taft placed Miss Lathrop in charge of the new Chil- 
dren’s Bureau at Washington. It was the first time that a woman had been 
put at the head of a federal bureau. The task which Miss Lathrop undertook 
was a tremendous one. She was to organize a new federal bureau and create 
a new governmental organism. It would have been easy to fall into the rut 
of conventional reform. This the new chief refused to do. She aimed high 
and, because of her veritable genius, she was able to reach her mark. 

The first and most valuable work of the bureau was the study of infant 
mortality. An ordinary executive would have become involved in the laby- 
rinth of statistical research. Miss Lathrop, however, was not an ordinary 
executive. Her reports were simple and to the point. She discovered that 
the babies of the very poor die with appalling swiftness. The people of Amer- 
ica were informed that the lives of tens of thousands of children were being 
sacrificed to poverty. Her facts were unrefutable, her logic undeniable. The 
Children’s Bureau was enabled to deal effectively with an endless social struggle. 

It would be a great mistake to picture Miss Lathrop as having been 
merely a detached administrator of a body of student researchers. She caused 
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the Bureau to become an agency for the education of American women. She 
held very successful campaigns for the purpose of teaching women the best 
ways to care for their children. At one time it was reported that eight million 
American women were working with the Bureau weighing and measuring 
babies. It took genius to enlist the service of such a host. 

From the first Miss Lathrop established the policy of making the experi- 
ence of foreign countries available to America. When the United States entered 
the World War, many people wished to destroy those laws which were safe- 
guarding women and children, but Miss Lathrop was able to show from the 
previous experience of France and Great Britain that such action was not 
necessary for the successful operation of war. In this way she rendered a 
service of unestimable value to our country. 

The activities of the Children’s Bureau have not been confined to infant 
welfare, medicine, or statistics. The Bureau was given the responsibility for 
the enforcement of the first federal Child Labor Law and it fulfilled this obliga- 
tion with intelligence and force. After the war, Miss Lathrop called a conference 
of experts from many countries. Out of this meeting came certain “standards 
of child welfare,“ which are a living challenge to the people of America. 

All of this work was made possible because of the fine quality of the 
corps which made up the Bureau. Miss Lathrop was an unyielding champion 
of the civil service. No amount of political influence could secure an appoint- 
ment in her personnel. This policy of the first chief has made the way easier 
for her successors. In spite of her devotion to the merit system, however, 
Miss Lathrop was very well-liked in Washington. She has always been able 
to make and keep friends. This is readily explained by her charm, her wonder- 
ful human understanding, and her kindly humor. 

After nine years of brilliant administration, Miss Lathrop retired from 
the Children’s Bureau at the age of sixty-three, leaving Grace Abbott, also 
trained at Hull House, as her successor. Though she is no longer chief, Miss 
Lathrop’s policies are carrying on the splendid work which she began. In 
1925 she was appointed assessor on the Child Welfare Committee of the League 
of Nations. Today, at the age of seventy-four, she is still keenly interested in 
social service. Last year the Illinois Conference on Public Welfare designated 
its conference dinner in her honor. At this dinner Lewis Merriam of the 
Federal Children’s Bureau said that Miss Lathrop verified her reputation as 
the third kind of politician in Washington, where to the old varities a new one 
was added“ Republican, Democratic, and Miss Lathrop!’ 

Ever since she left college, Miss Lathrop has devoted herself to the welfare 
of her fellow men. With William Wordsworth she might truthfully say: 


“Give unto me, made lowly wise, 

The spirit of self-sacrifice; 

The confidence of reason give; 

And in the light of truth thy Bondman let me live!“

This telegram was the first thing that greeted me when I returned from 
lunch. After I had read it, I stood musing over the past and wondering how 
I could obtain the desired information. But a newspaper job is not an easy 
one and so I was brought back to earth by the office boy telling me that I was 
wanted in the editor’s office. 

At this announcement I laughed and walked into the chief’s room. How 
stupid I had been.

She had been very 
successful, for many women listeners had written that at last they had learned 
not to trump their husband’s ace. 

Edna Wallace Hopper was still broadcasting, but not as strongly as before.

The Chase and Sanborn hour was still the big Sunday night feature. 
Acting on this was Gunnar Peterson, impersonating our old friend Eddie 
Cantor. Peterson was so clever that the real Cantor, on listening in one night, 
asked his wife if she was sure that he was Eddie Cantor. The announcer who 
helped with the program was Milton Noble. 

The Pepsodent Company had gone operatic ina big way. They had taken 
off the Goldbergs and put in their place two famous grand opera singers, Olga 
Govani and Eugene Case. Case had decided that there was more money in 
opera than in being Mayor of Lanesboro. They had for their accompanist, 
Alice Newman. 

Having received all this valuable information, I hastened home and so to 
bed. 

Bright and early next morning I went down to the office. Recalling that 
the Olympics had been held during the summer, I decided to look over our 
past files to see if any of my classmates had participated.

His relief driver was William Eliott, and 
the mechanic was Charles Barnes. Though they did not win the race they 
made it evident to the people of Hollywood, that there is a place called Pitts- 
field. 

After I had exhausted this information, I looked through the files of sport- 
ing events. 

The first notice that met my glance was, “Edward Hickey, Athletics’ 
youngest and best find, pitches another victory for his teammates.” Evidently 
Eddie had gone baseball in a big way but not quite so big as the former Babe 
Ruth. Two of his teammates were Tom Harrington and Eugene Archey, 
while two opponents, on the Yankees, were Edward Martin and Edward 
Johnson. 

The next item of interest stated that America had at last gained two people 
to take the place of Helen Wills Moody and Bill Tilden. They were Helen 
Sawyer and Alfred Bachus. Both were traveling fast (it was all in the day’s 
work) and had lost a lot of weight according to reports. 

John Majchrowski had been elected President of the Isaac Walton League. 
His outstanding contribution to the club was the printing of a sign which 
stated, “When bigger and better fish are caught, I. W. League members will 
catch them.” š 

In the field of horseracing there was new material. At the Kentucky 
Derby a horse owned by the Rebecca Gifford racing stables had won over the 
favorite, Blue Monday, on whom the betting had been 32-1. It was stated 
that Bookmaker Walter Biety had won enough money on that race to retire. 
It was a lucky thing for him that Rebecca had decided to own horses instead 
of just drawing them. It proved to be more profitable for both. 

Just then the clock struck nine and I hastened to my office. On my desk 
I found a notice telling me to report at the monthly meeting of the literary club. 
So I grabbed a pad and pencil and left. 

Arriving at the club room, I knocked and was told to enter. Going in, I 
beheld all the young writers of the day. I went toward the chairman, and | 
found that it was Betty Grand-Lienard, the most prominent woman novelist 
of the day. Jean Horelly, another young authoress, was sitting to the right 
of the chairman. Marjorie Young who had just published her latest novel, 
“Strange People” (it was rumored to be a story of her former classmates) was 
also present. Lauretta Laurin, who had published the book, “How To Grow 
Tall,” and Margaret MeNicholl, the authoress of a book entitled, “The Lady 
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Swoons,” were not present. Thanking them and expressing the wish of seeing 
them again, I left. 

When I arrived at the office, good news awaited me. Editor Michelson 
told me that he had two tickets for the football game and that he and I were 
going to take the rest of the day off and attend it. You see, he is still the same 
old Ed. I got permission to dash out to get some new clothes. 

I went over to an exclusive gown shop on Fifth Avenue. It was called 
Madam Louis-veaux Shop but the proprietress’ real name was Helen Coons. 
She told me that she had a surprise for me. Then she called her four best 
models. They were Norma Bore, Elaine Phillips, Elinor Finn. The fourth 
was Grace Ames but she was busy at that time.

Last, but not least came Howard 
McGlynn, whose pictures were rapidly selling “Cluetts Collars.” 

These were all I had time to see, for the game started. To my surprise, 
I found that Paul Dixon was captain of one team and that “Joe” Woitkoski was 
captain of the other. They were rivals for the best American football team. 
Virginio Marchisio was an end on Dixon’s team. The game was very exciting 
and it ended with the score 13-13. Which proves that both boys were living 
up to the title of athletes. 

After the game we rushed out and managed to get a taxi due to the fact 
that the operator was an old friend, Herbert Kosher. We were nearly starved 
so he stepped on the gas. We took the corners on two wheels and almost passed 
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a policeman. This was not really Kosher’s fault for the policeman happened to 
be Lloyd Stokes. It was very hard to see him amidst all the traffic. 

At last we reached the restaurant. The owner was Saverio Chiodo. He 
was competing with Child’s restaurant and seemed to be leading. No doubt 
this was due to the fact that the manager of Child’s was smaller than Chiodo. 

In his restaurant he had as waitresses five girls whom we knew. They 
were Julia Waldron, Betty Tucker, Jennie Jones, Olive Richards and Rose 
Ricci. The lure of Broadway had called them. It had been so overpowering 
that they had left their homes in Pittsfield. 

Between courses we talked over old times. He said that James Baker, 
who was a traveling salesman for a perfume company, and Sam Boxer, who was 
also a salesman, often dined there. This was also the favorite place for Louis 
Gilarde, the novelist and James Harrison, the economist; Dorothy Connor, 
and Alice Rock, two of the greatest artists of the period. 

After we had finished, we went down town to a show. It was called “The 
Prairie Flower.” The leading lady was Nancy Walker. The second lead was 
Clara Sedgwick. It was said that their first real ability had been shown in the 
class play that they had acted in back in 1932. Catherine Killeen was also a 
member of the cast, playing the very difficult role of an impersonator. 

Howard Reinhardt had been an actor too, but now he was Miss Walker’s 
financial manager. 

In the audience I saw Orrington Tubbs who was a prominent Wall Street 
broker, with John Davidson, President of the New York National Bank.

Among those 
who were the features were Laura Alderman, Doris Loveless, Anna Loboda and 
Catherine Lonergan. As we left for home, I heard an occupant at the next 
table remark that he believed the four girls I had just mentioned were to have 
an interview with Florenz Ziegfeld on the following Wednesday. 

The next day saw me back to work. There was to bea big banquet down 
at the Waldorf-Astoria which I had to cover. There were many celebrities 
present from all parts of the country. Elinor Buck, prominent club woman, 
gave the speech of welcome. Robert Ralston, newly-elected mayor of New 
York, gave a short address. Then the guests, beginning with the one to the 
right of Miss Buck, spoke a few words. The first one was Edward Bonnivier, 
Prof. of Psychology at Columbia. Then Robert Carmel, Prof. of English, also 
from Columbia. Then Jane Bliss, a member of the U. S. Senate, gave a speech 
on prohibition. Marion Boulogne and Caryl Tuggey, the two brave mission- 
aries who had saved the life of an African child, told of their exciting and inter- 
esting work. The rest of the speakers followed in order: Eugene Catalano, 
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ambassador to Spain; Haven Fagley, the transatlantic flyer; Bonnie Fiel and 
Mary Huska, two prominent opera stars; Prof. Darwin Gallup, who spoke on 
the new kind of grasshopper he had discovered; Prof. Norman Ishler, who told of 
his latest high explosive which was ten times more dangerous than T.N.T; Profs.

These two 
had joined Harry Tooley, the big cattle king, and his secretary, Helen Zienak, 
just after the boat left land. Marguerite Striebel, buyer for the Macy’s de- 
partment store was returning from Paris. Donald Wood was the wireless 
operator and George Wilkes, the radio man. 

At last we reached Pittsfield. We departed to go our separate ways. 
I went to the Hotel Wendell to obtain a room. When I came down to dinner 
MacGowan’s High Steppers, the best dance orchestra in Western Massachusetts, 
was playing. All the gifted musicians of the city must have banded together.

Berkshire County. They were Vivian Mela, Helen Crowley, Dorothy Purdy 
and Olive Hawley.

When I got back to the hotel, a telegram awaited me from the Chief telling 
me to return immediately. My vacation was cut short but what difference 
did it make? I had the desired information ready for Lieut. Canfield—the 
occupations of the June 1932 graduating class of P.H.S. was now complete.

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Class History 


EPTEMBER 4, 1929—No, friends, ’twas not the night before Christmas, 

the date of the Armistice, nor yet the time of the discovery of America, 

as some history students may erroneously surmise. It was, to be brief,the date 

of entry of another sophomore class to Pittsfield High School. Ah, but what a 

class! So different from any other! So intelligent, good looking, and cour- 
ageous! But let our achievements speak for themselves. 

On the day in question, we assembled at noon (due to the double session 
plan then in effect) in the beautiful sky-blue-pink auditorium of the -er-building 
on Second Street, to hear the instructions of our principal, Mr. Strout. At the 
close of histalk, we made our way with absolutely no confusion to the home-rooms 
assigned, and proceeded to get acquainted with the school, the teachers, and 
each other. In this ordinary way, began the career of the most extra-ordinary 
class ever to battle its way through the courses of Pittsfield High School. 

Then we entered upon our illustrious junior year. Upon the advice of Mr. 
Ford, we selected a committee to choose the ablest members of our class to serve 
as our junior officers. The list they submitted was voted upon by the class. 
Those finally chosen were: President, Edward Hickey; Vice-President, Robert 
Canfield; Secretary, Elinor Buck; Treasurer, Grace De Voe. As our class 
adviser, we desired some sophisticated person who was not bashful in any sense 
of the word, and who would not be embarrassed if any of our feminine class- 
mates sought his advice. To fill this exalted position we chose none other 
than Mr. Milon J. Herrick. 

Under the guidance of these able officers we started to plan our junior 
activities. Outstanding among these was our Junior Prom. Junior Proms 
had been held before, but we vowed that ours should be one that would be re- 
membered when all others were forgotten. As our general chairman, we select- 
ed William Greenwood. On the evening of June 12 there was great excitement 
in many homes in Pittsfield, for that was the night chosen by the committee 
for the Prom. This may seem trivial to some, but to us it is one of the greatest 
events in the history of the school. It was a very special occasion since it was 
the last Prom to be held in the Girls’ League. For the event the hall was 
decorated in our school colors of purple and white. For musicians, we had our 
choice of Rudy Vallee’s Connecticut Yankees, Guy Lombardo’s Royal Can- 
adians, or Bill Dehey’s Merry Makers. Believing that we should patronize 
our home town musicians, we chose the Merry Makers. To those who attend- 
ed and witnessed the large crowd there, the importance of this event was evident. 


In September of the thirty-first year of the twentieth century, a famous class 
stampeded through the front doors of a modern building to the tune of a click- 
ing camera, which was attempting to make a lasting picture of the rush. In 
the auditorium of the new Pittsfield High School, Mr. Strout proceeded to give 
us instructions about the letter “E” rather than A, B, or C. We soon gained 
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practical experience in following directions, for we searched through every 
nook and corner in quest of our class rooms. 


After the first few days, events occurred in normal order, and we, serious 
and sedate Senior B’s, elected officers. The honors were conferred upon the 
following: President, William Greenwood; Vice-President, Robert Canfield; 
Secretary, Doris Hunt; and Treasurer—our faithful guardian of the purse- 
strings—Grace De Voe. 


In our Senior B year we appointed a ring committee of six, who selected 
five rings for our approval. The one the class unanimously voted to have, has 
a replica of the school dome in gold on a black background as its outstanding 
feature. This ring was chosen by the school as the standard one by a ten to 
one vote. 


Once again, this time in February when we became Senior A’s, we had to be 
different and chose some new officers. Robert Canfield, President; Edward 
Hickey, Vice-President; Pauline Kilian, Secretary; and Grace De Voe was 
again unanimously chosen Treasurer. These officers guided us through our 
best months at Pittsfield High School. 


On Friday evening, May 13, we presented our class play “The Royal 
Family” by George S. Kaufman and Edna Ferber, with a cast of fifteen mem- 
bers. Nearly a hundred pupils tried out for this play and the coach, Miss 
Kelly, picked out those best suited for the characters. The play portrayed the 
trials and hardships of the Cavendishes, a theatrical family and had its amusing 
moments as well as i s more serious ones. 


As the few remaining, exciting days of May drew near and graduation was 
actually in sight, the problem of wearing apparel, to be worn at graduation 
exercises, had to be met by the illustrious class of 1932. A vote was taken in 
the various home-rooms to determine whether the members of the class would 
wear caps and gowns, or white dresses for the girls and white flannel trousers 
and dark blue coats for the boys. The matter was decided in favor of caps and 
gowns by a majority of thirty votes. 


There was a near-eruption in the class organization when the results of 
the voting were announced. So a class-meeting was held, in which Mr. Strout 
addressed the students. He expressed his approval of the voting, and explained 
that the choice of caps and gowns was a wise one, as the rental of the more 
formal type of commencement attire would be considerably less expensive to 
the students than the purchase of new clothes. 


Finally the entire class was won over to the idea of caps and gowns; the 
color chosen was black. 


The three years, in which we have honored Pittsfield High School with our 
presence, have been happy, prosperous, and beneficial, not only for ourselves 
but for the teachers(?). As we close our school days here we, the members of 
the June graduating class of 1932, leave this place of learning to go forth, un- 
daunted as the crusaders of old, to make ourselves worthy.

7 T WAS the duty of the June 1932 class to select a ring with a design which 

would be the standard ring of all P.H.S. classes. Helen Coons, William 
Spasyk, Pauline Kilian, Eugene Case and Ernestine Bence were elected to choose 
the ring. 

The first problem of the committee was to decide what companies should 
be asked to help in the selection of a class ring. Our class had received letters 
from many companies previous to the appointment of the committee. Ten 
from the list were selected and letters were sent to them with pictures of the 
dome of the high school and of the city seal inclosed. In answer to our letters 
we received drawings of rings. 

The committee looked over the designs and after careful consideration, four 
were submitted to the class for a vote. The one that proved to be the popular 
choice was the one of the high school dome. Letters were again sent to the 
different companies, this time stating our exact plans for the ring. Represent- 
atives from the ten companies were sent to the school to speak to the committee 
on the respective merits of their rings and to answer any questions concerning 
them. Each one of the representatives left one or two rings with us so that we 
might examine them before making any decision. After the committee had 
carefully inspected the rings, four were finally selected and submitted to the 
class. By an almost unanimous vote the ring we now have, was selected. 

The ring was made by Dieges & Clust of Boston. It has the dome of the 
high school mounted on black onyx with the city seal and the figures “19” on 
one side of the shank, and the state seal and the figures “32” on the other side. 


The Junior Prom 


HE LAST Junior Prom, held while we were in the old building, was 
sponsored by our class on Friday evening, June 10th, 1932 in the Girls’ 
League gymnasium, in honor of the Class of 1931. An advance sale of tickets 
was so successful that the committees invested a large sum in the affair, engag- 
ing the most expensive orchestra in the Berkshires, decorating the hall elaborate- 
ly, and securing flowers and palms. Treasurer Grace De Voe was just learning 
how to collect dues from the absent-minded so that our coffins did not contain 
the needed wherewithal to pay in advance. 

Efforts to exclude alumni, students from nearby prep schools and others 
not in Pittsfield High School, were futile. So an unusually large gathering 
attended much to the despair of fast dancers. The profits from the affair, the 
evident happiness of our guests, and the sight of Mr. Murray, tuxedo-clad 
assisting Adviser Mr. Herrick, and an army of Juniors serving refreshments, are 
joyous memories which make us feel our Prom was an outstanding event.

The Student's Pen 
HE Student's Pen Club, organized in 1893, is the oldest club in Pittsfield 
High School. It is one of the few which survived through the years of the 
platoon system in the old building when most societies were discontinued. 


The Pen was published at regular intervals from 1893 until 1904 when, 
owing to financial difficulties it ceased to appear. It was revived, however, 
in 1914. During these years it has kept school spirit alive, helped maintain 
interest in English composition, and has been of great assistance to the schoo! in 
many ways. The Pen has been particularly popular not only among the 
present students, but those who have attended the school in the past forty years. 
It is something more than a literary publication; it is a part of P. H. S. 


While the economic depression affected the welfare of many school papers, 
our periodical continued because of the remarkable work of the advertisement- 
solicitors whose efforts made The Pen self-supporting. Mr. Nugent’s depart- 
ment deserves commendation for its achievement. 


The editorial staff under the leadership of Miss Pfeiffer founded the weekly 
news-sheet Penpoints on January 6, 1932. A news story in the third edition of 
the mimeographed journal regarding the inability of the auditorium to seat the 
entire student body was republished in The Berkshire Evening Eagle and printed 
verbatim in the editorial column. Thus, Penpoints editors received consider- 
able publicity in a short time. 


A suggestion that The Pen be changed from a literary monthly to a weekly 
newspaper created much interest. Organizations and English classes debated 
the matter. Students voted to continue The Pen as a monthly periodical. 
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The Science Club 


OST of the technically inclined students of P.H.S. have flocked to the 

Science Club to further their knowledge and understanding of scientific 
subjects. The Science Club, which as a whole contains about one hundred 
members, is divided into three parts: the Radio and Electricity Club, the 
Chemistry Club, and the Aviation Club. 

The first-mentioned of these is headed by Robert Eby and Mr. Russell, 
The special province of this division is, as the title suggests, in experiment with 
radio and high frequency electricity. This group totals about 25 members. 

The Chemistry Club is led by Karl McFachron and consists of about 35 
members. For beginners in chemistry, special programs are held which in- 
clude the performance of several simple experiments and the reading of papers 
by club members on the subject of these experiments. The photography 
group is for the more experienced members who study both the chemistry of 
photography and its practical application. Its instructor is Mr. Leahy. 

The Aviation Club attracts many students to its rapidly expanding field 
of study. The president of this club is Alan Seymour, and its instructor is 
Mr. Joyce. Their activities include both the study of airplane motors and the 
airplane construction itself as well as the construction of models. There are 
about 35 enthusiasts in the club. 

Combined, the entire Science Club presented an assembly to the schoo] 
on Friday, April 22. The Radio and Electricity Club put on a startling ex- 
hibition of high frequency electricity phenomena. The Aviation Club dis- 
played a club-made glider as well as innumerable models of both gliders and 
planes. The Chemistry Club burlesqued a lecture by two absent-minded 
German professors who were to speak (with demonstrations) on the topic of 
explosives. All of the explosives used in the performance were made exclusively 
by members of the Chemistry Club. 

So, for those technically minded, the Science Club will afford a most 
interesting and educational program. 

Due to the kind and whole-hearted co-operation of Mr. Russell, Mr. Leahy 
and Mr. Joyce, the assembly program was a great success.

The French Club

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Ihe Latin Club 


(HE work of the Latin Club of the Pittsfield High School has had for its 

purpose the filling up of the gaps left by the regular Latin classes. In 
relatively large groups, whose members are being trained principally with the 
College Boards and similar examinations in view, it is manifestly impossible, 
under any ordinary public school system to journey very frequently or very 
far down the pleasant by-paths which are always inviting the student of the 
classics. The Latin Club has, accordingly, sought, during the past year, to 
provide an opportunity for students who felt so inclined to acquaint themselves 
with the less formal and functional and more cultural aspects of Latin, to 
acquire some familiarity with the personalities and times of the men who made 
the Roman nation great, and to consider the Roman art, law, literature, and 
religion, and classical civilization generally, noting the aspects of these subjects 
which were of most importance in Roman days, and those which most influence 
our lives at the present time. As is necessarily the case with a more or less 
extra-curricular activity having so comprehensive a program, the club has 
neither hoped for nor expected to be able to give an exhaustive treatment 
to any of these subjects. We have merely sought to enrich the study of 
the classics for our members and to increase their enjoyment of them by 
removing the Romans from their pedestal as “togas stuffed with straw” and 
showing them to have been intensely real and human people, humorous or 
grave, repulsive or admirable, as the case might be. In this endeavor it is 
most sincerely to be hoped that we have in some degree succeeded. 

The basis of our method of proceedure has been the preparation by various 
individual members of papers on subjects related to the classics, the lives of 
Roman authors and statesmen. Roman life and culture, and other phases of 
ancient civilization. 

Especial emphasis has been laid throughout the year upon the relation- 
ship between the English and Latin languages, and upon the aid which English- 
speaking peoples may derive toward the proper understanding and use of 
their own tongue from a knowledge of Latin. Much attention has also been 
paid to a consideration of the practical value of classical studies in general 
and the study of Latin in particular. 

During the year the Club has had the pleasure of having as its guests 
for one meeting each Miss Conlon and Miss Nagle, both members of the 
Classical Department and honorary members of the club. Miss Conlon 
spoke on the life of Roman boys and girls, and Miss Nagle gave a lecture on 
various points of classical interest, illustrating her discourse profusely with 
lantern slides. This last meeting was held in the auditoriun and all students 
of Latin in the school attended as guests of the Latin Club. 

The services to the club of its advisor, Mr. William D. Goodwin, head of 
the Classical Department, have been of the greatest value. Mr. Goodwin 
has given several interesting and valuable talks to the club during the year, 
and at all times his classical learning, general culture, and administrative 
ability have served to enrich the club meetings and make its business run 
smoothly. 

For the first semester, the officers were: President, Edward S. Willis, 
Vice-President, William A. Burns, Jr., Secretary, and Treasurer, Samuel 
Wagner, Executive Committee, the foregoing and Kenneth Ritchie and Sidney 
Zuckermann. At the beginning of the second semester, the club was deprived 
of the services of its Secretary, and Miss Marion Gale was unanimously elected 
to succeed him. Miss Marguerite Donna was elected a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 


VARSITY CLUB 


THE 
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Harsitu Club 


Uses Varsity Club, established by Mr. Carmody several years ago, was re- 
vived last fall by Coach Stewart. Any letterman is eligible for member- 
ship in the group. 

The present membership consists of twenty-five. The club was organized 
to promote sports, improve conditions for the athlete, and to help the school 
in any possible manner. Under the leadership of Coach Stewart the rules of 
the current sports have been studied, not only because some of the members 
intend to take up athletics as a career, but to make the members more in- 
telligent spectators of all sports. 

Starting with the June 1932 class the Varsity Club awards a medal at 
graduation time to the outstanding school athlete. Joseph Woitkoski was 
the first to receive the medal. 

Coach Stewart and Coach Carmody are the advisers of this organization 
which requires all aspirants for membership to win at least one letter in some 
sport. The boys cooperated with the Hi-Y Clubs and a dance was sponsored to 
help the Athletic Association treasury. Because the School Committee does not 
sanction more than four school parties a year, the athletes could not hold dances 
under the auspices of the Varsity Club. 


The Tap Dancing Club 
The Tap Daneing Club, consisting of fifty-two members, organized to 
learn the latest steps in that type of dancing, including the new soft shoe step. 
It trains girls and gives them a start in learning stage dancing. Miss Ward 
is leader of the group. 


The Handwork Club 


With the organization of the Handwork Club, which now consists of 
twelve members, the girls of the school are given an excellent opportunity to 
follow the special branches of handwork in which they are now interested. 
Each member pursues her favorite line of work, and, under the instruction 
of Miss Riley, is able to have practical and valuable information and practice.

Also, in honor of his bi-centennial they have made a study 
of George Washington—his history and his relationship to the world today.

J HE Health Club is in charge of Miss McLaughlin. It has thirty-two mem- 
bers. Their aim is to improve their health and appearance. The club 
discusses such matters as general care of the body, posture, and community 
health. The girls rate themselves on general attractiveness by means of 
score sheets. 


Etiquette Club 


J HE Etiquette Club is one of the most popular clubs in the school. It has 
about seventy members and is in three divisions, under Miss Kaliher, 
Miss Parker and Miss Hodges. The aim of the members is to learn the etiquette 
necessary for ordinary use. Each section in turn meets with Miss Harvey of the 
Household Arts department to hear a lecture on table etiquette. The club is 
seeking to obtain speakers on other phases of etiquette. When not listening 
to these talks, the members have a genera! discussion of matters of social inter- 
est, such as introductions, correspondence and dress. 


Commercial Machine Club 
J HE Commercial Machine Club was organized with fifteen members. This 
club gives students, particularly seniors, an opportunity to review the use of 
the machines and acquire speed and efficiency. It offers an opportunity for 
one to become thoroughly familiar with the machines used in commercial 
studies. 


The Mathematics Club 


R. Herberg’s Mathematics club is a reorganized group of a similiar society 
which devoted much time to the study of the interesting phases of the 
subject. 
The Pittsfield Mathematician was an innovation of the new club, however. 
Its publication now and then is the main purpose of the mathematicians. Our 
classmates who have belonged to the club have helped edit two issues, numbers 
with tricky problems, puzzles, and humorous mathematical mysteries. Fifteen 
members prepare copy and print the publication.

1 the 1931 football season a team, unusual in all respects, represented 

the Purple and the White. About a hundred candidates, many of whom 
were veterans, reported to Coach Charles Stewart early in September, and it 
appeared that P. H. S. would make a strong bid to win the mythical Western 
Massachusetts championship for the second consecutive year. 


In the first few games Pittsfield made a good showing. Highland was 
soundly trounced in the opening contest of the season on the new Common 
playing field. The following week Pittsfield was forced to encounter defeat 
at the hands of the New Britain (Conn.) High School grid combine. However 
this was no disgrace, as the Purple and White team was outweighed thirty 
pounds to a man, and the resulting margin of victory was surprisingly low. In 
the next three games the team’s morale weakened considerably. Tie games 
were played with Poughkeepsie and Drury, and a loss was suffered at the hands 
of Adams. All three of these teams were inferior to the Pittsfield aggregation 
and should have been beaten. 


Very few football teams, when they experience a midseason loss of morale, 
ever find it possible to regain it before the end of the season. However, this 
did not prove to be the case with Pittsfield. Under the influence of Coach 
Stewart the boys rallied, and in their next contest outplayed the highly re- 
puted Holyoke eleven, surprising even the most optimistic rooters for the 
Purple and White. Finally P. H. S. closed its season by defeating St. Joseph’s 
High for the city championship. This last feat made up for the poor showings 
in midseason, because beating St. Joseph’s in the annual classic is a most- 
desired victory. 


Through graduation, the team will lose “Albie” Dixon, a fine center; 
Chiodo and Canfield, who held down guard positions; Larsen, a high grade 
tackle; Marchisio and Anderson, a pair of clever ends; and Woitkoski, Ayers, 
Spasyk, and Capt. Allen, three backfield players who acquitted themselves 
admirably throughout the past season.
